SAIGON, South Viet Nam (AP) — American B52 
bombers pounded the southern end of the main Viet 
Cong supply route again today in the continuing drive 
to cripple the Communists' expected monsoon offensive.

bombs on suspected enemy sup- 
ply and troop areas in the Com- 
munist C Zone about 65 miles 
northwest of Saigon and not far 
from the Cambodian border.

Humphrey Backs 
LBJ Policies 
On Red China

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
said today that only when Com- 
munist China does an about face 
on aggressive policies 
should 
she be considered for United 
Nations membership. 


Humphrey, who has staunchly 
supported 
President 
Johnson's 
Asian policies, expressed 
this 
view after Sens. Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and George 
McGovern, D-S.D., proposed in 
the Senate Tuesday the creation 
of a high-level commission to 
reassess U.S. relations with Chi- 
na. 


Kennedy suggested it might 
be possible to work out an ar- 
rangement by which mainland 
China and Taiwan could have 
seats in the world organization. 
McGovern called for an end to 
U.S. opposition to China's ad- 
mission, with the international 
body to determine 
Formosa's 
status. 


Without direct reference 
to 
these proposals, Humphrey was 
asked in an interview what he 
believes U.S. policy should be 
with 
regard 
to admission of 
Communist China. 


He replied: 
"When Communist China is 
willing to consider membership 
in the U.N. on the basis of abid- 
ing by the charter, being a 
peace- loving nation, a nation 
that will respect the principles 
of the charter, and also when 
she ceases to insist that Formo- 
sa be handed over to her lock, 
stock and barrel, then she would 
surely be a likely candidate for 
the U.N."

except 
with 
de- 
mands 
for 
revision

present charter.

With the monsoon rains due to 
start in South Viet Nam within a 
few days, the Viet Cong are ex- 
pected to open a fresh offensive 
after hiding out for the past 
three weeks. The Communists 
have capitalized on this period 
in the past because the inces- 
sant rains sharply curtail U.S. 
air support of ground forces. 


There were these other devel- 
opments in the war: 


Australia began a buildup of 
its forces in Viet Nam with the 
arrival of the transport Sydney 
bringing

other equipment. 
This is the 
first contingent of 4,500 men due 
between now and mid-June to 
replace 1,500 Aussies who have 
been here since last August.

Marines, in two actions Tuesday 
killed 29 Viet Cong while ground 
action elsewhere was negligible. 


U.S. planes flew 301 sorties 
over South Viet Nam. But bad 
weather grounded all Air Force 
strikes over North Viet Nam 
and the Navy flew only eight 
missions there. 


The foul weather in the north 
foreshadowed the onset of the 
May-to-August monsoon season 
in the south. 


"This weather looks like the 
beginning of the southwest mon- 
soon," a U.S. military spokes- 
man said. "It is likely to ham- 
per our visual air strikes." 


The eight Navy missions over 
North 
Viet 
Nam 
struck 
at 
barges and railroad boxcars, a 
communique said. 


In the most significant of the 
sorties over South Viet Nam, 
Air Force and Navy fighter- 
bombers attacked a suspected 
Viet Cong battalion near Can 
Tho, 70 miles southeast of Sai- 
gon. Pilots claimed destruction 
or damage to more than 100 
buildings in the face of heavy 
ground fire. 


The U.S. command announced 
that troops of the U.S. 25th In 
fantry, in an operation they be- 
gan 20 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon on April 27, have killed 12 
Viet Cong and seized 17 sus- 
pects. 


Another terrorist incident was 
reported. A mine went off in 
Can Tho, injuring five Vietnam- 
ese civilians. 


Cop Finds His Man; 
Award To Be Asked 


CHICAGO (AP) — Policeman 
Dennis O'Hyrn can stop looking 
for his good Samaritan. He was 
found Tuesday. 


The Samaritan is Robert Shut- 
ter, 50, part owner of a South 
Side ballroom. O'Hyrn's boss, 
Lt. John Barry, said he will rec- 
ommend that Shutter be given a 
citizens award because "if it 
weren't for him, my policeman 
might have been badly injured." 


It happened Monday as O'- 
Hyrn curbed a car for running 
a red light. O'Hyrn said the two 
men 
inside the car 
attacked 
him when he spotted marijuana 
cigarettes inside. 


O'Hyrn said six cars drove 
past as he grappled with the 
pair for control of his revolver. 


Finally, a man pulled over 
asked if he could help. "I told 
him to get on the radio (in the 
police car) and call for help," 


O'Hyrn said. 


The man did so. Reinforce- 
ments arrived at once and the 
two men were arrested. But the 
Samaritan left the scene be- 
fore O'Hyrn could find out who 
he was. 


Tuesday, a witness telephoned 
police and told them the Samar- 
itan was Shutter. 


"Though 
other people 
were 
indifferent and didn't stop, this 
man did," Lt. Barry said of 
Shutter. "We need more citi- 
zens like him." 


Shutter, the father of two boys, 
said, "If they (his sons) are 
ever in a spot, I hope someone 
will do the same for them."

All of the 16 prospective jur- 
ors questioned on opening day 
Tuesday were dismissed, most 
because "ley objected to the 
death penalty. 


About 35 members of the jury 
panel remain in Circuit Court in 
Sangamon County. Creel Doug- 
lass is the judge. 


The court excused 11 jurors 
Tuesday, the defense 3 and the 
state 2.

China 
Denies 
Mao III 


TOKYO (AP) — Denying for- 
eign speculation that Red Chi- 
na's top man is seriously ill, 
Peking's foreign ministry said 
today 
that Communist 
leader 
Mao Tze-tung "is very well." 


"Rumors of Chairman Mao's 
physical 
condition 
are 
quite 
nonsense and malicious, false 
rumors 
of 
imperialism," 
the 
foreign ministry said in a state- 
ment reported by the Peking 
correspondent of the Japanese 
news agency, Kyodo. 


Mao's 
absence 
from 
public 
view has resulted in wide specu 
lation in the West that he might 
be seriously ill. 


"The whereabouts of Chair- 
man Mao is unknown even in 
Peking," 
Kyoto 
correspondent 
Tadao 
Saito 
reported. 
"How 
ever, it appears certain 
that 
Mao was resting in warm cen- 
tral China away from Peking 
since late last year until early 
this year." 


In New York, an informant 
who declined to be identified 
said he saw Mao on Feb. 28 at 
the Peking airport when Kwame 
Nkrumah, the deposed president 
of Ghana, left for Moscow. 


Mao did not make a speech, 
the witness said, but he shook 
hands with Nkrumah and did 
not appear ill. He added that the 
72-year-old 
Chinese 
leader 
walked without assistance. 


Calls On LBJ 
To Veto Bills 
Over His Budget

Johnson send some of his expe- 
rienced arm-twisters like Post- 
master General Lawrence F. O'- 
Brien to the Capitol to help hold 
the line.

Armed Services Committee vot- 
ed almost $1 billion in excess of 
the President's budget request 
for military procurement. 


Bow's 
comments 
were in 
a 
speech prepared for House con- 
sideration of a bill appropriat- 
ing $10,555,342,500 to the Labor 
Department 
and 
the 
Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. 


The bill contains about $490 
million more than the President 
requested and follows a 1966 
pattern 
of 
budget-busting 
on 
a p p r o p r i a t i o n bills. Bow 
planned to offer amendments to 
cut back the bill but was not 
optimistic about his chances of 
winning. He hasn't won a battle 
this year in his war against in- 
creased appropriations.

New Travel Era 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A con- 
tract for improved train service 
between New York and Wash- 
ington 
featuring 
ultramodern 
cars capable of speeds in ex- 
cess of 100 miles an hour was 
announced today by the Com- 
merce 
Department 
and 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 


Secretary of Commerce John 
T. Connor said the contract will 
usher in a new era in ground 
transportation. 


Hourly service between New 
York and Washington — with 
service every 30 minutes be- 
tween New York and Philadel- 
phia—is scheduled to begin in 
October 1967 operating f r o m 
early morning to late at night 
under the contract. 


Trains at first will travel up 
to 110 miles an hour and make 
the trip in less than three hours. 
Speeds up to 150 miles an hour 
are contemplated by 1970. 


The effort is part of a three- 
year, $90 - million program of 
high - speed transportation 
re- 
search 
and 
development 
ap- 
proved by Congress last year. 


Connor said the two-year dem- 
onstration project, if successful, 
might 
be expanded 
to 
such 
areas as San Francisco-Los An- 
geles - San Diego; 
Milwaukee- 
Chicago - Detroit-Toledo - Cleve- 
land, and Portland-Seattle.

They 
restrict the amount and type of 
new housing; discourage the re- 
pair and rehabilitation of exist- 
ing housing; remove incentives 
to the purchase of new furniture 
and appliances and frustrate the 
efforts of people to move from 
job to job and from state to 
state." 


A federal housing law, Katz- 
enbach said, also falls within 
the 14th Amendment guarantee 
of equal protection of the laws.

Say Indonesian 
Red, Lukman 
Killed In Escape 


TOKYO (AP)—A report from 
Jakarta today said that M. H. 
Lukman, No. 2 man in the Indo- 
nesian Communist party, was 
killed 
last 
Friday 
by 
army 
troops when he tried to escape 
from them. 


The report came from the 
semiweekly newspaper Ampera, 
which on Monday reported that 
Lukman had been captured in 
West Java. 


Antara, the official Indonesian 
news agency, said that Ampera 
reported 
today 
that 
Lukman 
was caught at the home of a 
Chinese doctor near Jakarta by 
troops of the Siliwangi division 
and was killed when he tried to 
run away. 


Lukman 
had 
been 
missing 
since the attempted Communist 
coup last October. D. N. Aidit, 
the chairman of the Indonesian 
Communist party, was reported 
killed by army troops several 
months ago. 


Ford Admits 
Too Little Done 
For Car Safety 


DETROIT 
(AP) 
— Henry 
Ford II, chairman of the na- 
tion's second largest automak- 
er, 
says the 
industry 
should 
have done more in the past to 
promote highway safety. 


Ford 
said 
current 
congres- 
sional hearings on auto safety — 
which often feature witnesses 
critical of the industry — are 
performing "a valuable educa- 
tional function." 


However, Ford told a national 
purchasing 
agents 
convention 
Tuesday, 
"automobiles 
have 
been subjected to much irre- 
sponsible and uninformed criti- 
cism. Too much effort has been 
devoted to assessing guilt, too 
little to the rational search for 
constructive solutions." 


"Until very recently," Ford 
said, "most of the initiative for 
the improvement of traffic safe- 
ty came from the automobile 
industry. Nevertheless, with the 
benefit of hindsight, I wish that 
we in the industry had done 
even more even sooner. 


"We did not act soon enough 
and vigorously enough to help 
combat the rising toll of high- 
way accidents." 


LBJ\ Aides 
Take Look 
At Economy

presidential committee 
meets 
today amid inklings that 
the 
White House may consider new 
anti-inflation machinery to pla- 
cate labor and business dissatis- 
faction with wage-price guide- 
lines. 


"It will take a look at the gen- 
eral economic situation and how 
to cope with the threat of infla- 
tion in an expanding economy," 
said a spokesman for the newly 
revived 
President's 
advisory 
committee 
on 
labor-manage- 
ment policy. 


While there was no hint that 
Johnson 
has 
any thought 
of 
abandoning the guidelines, labor 
members of the committee ex- 
pressed 
cautious 
hope 
they 
might be revised to give work- 
ers more room to win a bigger 
share of profits. 


The meeting of the 21-man 
committee follows chief 
White 
House economist Gardner Ack- 
ley's stiff warning to business- 
men Monday that rapidly climb- 
ing 
prices 
and profits 
could 
escalate 
wage 
demands 
and 
bring on an economic "bust." 


The U.S Chamber of 
Com- 
merce, to whom Ackley directed 
the 
administration's 
strongest 
appeal 
to date for price 
re- 
straint, 
declined comment 
on 
the committee meeting. 


Other major business groups 
also were silent on the two-day 
meeting to be held in the White 
House or the executive office 
building nearby. 


Both labor and business have 
denounced 
the current 
wage- 
price guideline policy, but for 
different reasons. Labor's com- 
plaints have been by far the 
strongest. 


AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany, a committee member, 
and other labor leaders argue 
that the White House formula 
seeking to limit wage hikes to 
3.2 per cent a year tries to put 
an automatic lid on 
workers 
while 
leaving free reign 
for 
business profits, stock dividends 
and corporation executives' sal- 
aries. 


Many 
recent 
wage 
settle- 
ments 
have 
substantially 
ex- 
ceeded the guidelines.

Railroad Merger 
Battle At ICC 
Hearings Stage

CHICAGO (AP) - The battle 
between the Union Pacific and 
the Chicago and North Western 
railroads for control of the 7,800- 
mile Rock Island Lines moved 
into its final stages today. 


The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
opened 
hearings, 
expected to continue for at least 
a month, to determine if a mer- 
ger of the Rock Island 
with 
either of the opposing railroads 
would be in the public interest, 


The Union Pacific is seeking 
ICC approval to carry out 
a 
merger with the Rock Island 
that directors and shareholders 
of both carriers have endorsed 
by vote. 


The North Western, supported 
by at least a dozen other west- 
ern railroads that contend they 
would be injured by a Rock Is- 
land-Union Pacific merger, has 
offered a counter-proposal to ac- 
quire control of the Rock Island 
now, with actual merger in the 
future. 


The two proposals have been 
consolidated in the current hear- 
ing. 


The Union Pacific offer ap- 
proved by Rock Island share- 
holders figures to be worth about 
$43 a share or a total of $125,- 
400,000. North Western's count- 
er-offer is estimated at around 
$70 a share or $204-million. 


The Union Pacific has agreed 
to sell to the South Pacific Rail- 
road about 3,500 miles of Rock 
Island trackage south and south- 
west of Kansas City if the mer- 
ger is approved. 


On the other hand, the North 
Western has agreed to turn ov- 
er the same trackage to the 
Santa Fe Railway system for 
$100-million as a condition for 
approval of its bid for control.

Alabama 
Negro 
Also Wins

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The .Wallaces of Alabama, 
symbols of old-time segre- 
gation, have chalked up a 
victory of surprise 
propor- 
tions despite all efforts of 
civil rights forces to stop 
them. 


Lurleen Wallace, blonde, 
39-year-old mother of four, 
thumped nine male candi- 
dates so thoroughly in Tues- 
day's 
Democratic 
primary 
that there will be no runoff 
for the party's gubernator- 
ial nomination. 


Outdistanced badly was Ala- 
bama 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Richmond 
Flowers, a racial moderate who 
had criticized Gov. George C. 
Wallace for his tactics. Flowers 
had counted on depriving Mrs. 
Wallace of a clear majority, and 
thus forcing a runoff. 


But it was not to be and — 
provided Mrs. Wallace wins the 
November election — her hus- 
band will still be the top power 
in Alabama, making the deci- 
sions for his wife as a $l-a-yeai 
aide. By law, he is barred from 
succeeding himself officially. 


Choosing words from her hus- 
band's lexicon, 
Mrs. Wallace 
told a victory 
celebration ol 
supporters: 


"We will continue to stand up 
for Alabama. 
We renew 
oui 
pledge to continue the type ol 
governments which 
apparently 
has been endorsed today." 


Negro voters in Alabama — 
their number doubled under the 
federal voting rights act of 196S 
— turned out in long lines, bul 
so did whites. 


In all, Alabama has an esti- 
mated 230,000 Negroes — 20 pel 
cent of the state's voting pop- 
ulation — eligible to vote. 


One result of the Negro surge 
was the apparent 
nomination 
for the Alabama House of Rep- 
resentatives of attorney Fred D. 
Gray of Tuskegee, first Negrc 
nominee 
for 
the 
legislature 
since Reconstruction. Three oth- 
er candidates of his race were 
ahead for legislative seats. 
Other primary results:

Sen. 
John 
J. 
Sparkman, Democrat, won re- 
nomination by a large margin. 


Indiana — Rep. Richard L. 
Roudebush won an uphill battle 
against Rep. Ralph Harvey for 
the Republican nomination for

10th District into which redis- 
tricting had thrown them both. 
Harvey had represented the old 
10th for 18 of the last 20 years.

GIs In Viet May Soon 
Have Home-Town Banks

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
American 
servicemen in 
Viet 
Nam soon may have a home- 
town bank right in their back- 
yard. 


Two of 
the United 
States' 
largest banks — the Bank of 
America and Chase Manhattan 
have been granted permis 
sion by the Vietnamese govern- 
ment to set up commercial fa- 
cilities in Saigon. 


Treasury Department officials 
said today present plans call for 
both banks to establish what are 
known as banking facilities — 
as distinguished from branches 
at some military bases in the 
Saigon area as a convenience 
for American servicemen. 


Eventually, 
the 
Treasury 
hopes, about a dozen such facil- 
ities will be available to service- 
men at bases throughout 
the 
country 
including 
the 
big 
Marine base at Da Nang. 


One side effect of the plan 
could be to dry up some of the 
dollars which are finding their 
way 
into 
Viet 
Nam's 
black 
market. At least that's the hope 
of some government officials. 


American servicemen do not 
now have U.S. banking facilities 
available to them in Viet Nam. 
The proposed facilities would be 
similar to those set up in coun- 
ties such as France and Ger- 
many 
where many 
American 


troops are stationed. 


Under the agreement with the 
Vietnamese government, no on- 
base facilities can be set up un- 
til the commercial facilities in 
Saigon have been in operation 
for 30 days. One commercial 
facility was 
scheduled to 
be 
opened this week. 


There are no plans for auto- 
matic banking of servicemen's 
paychecks with interest as an 
inducement to the GIs to keep 
their money in the bank. 


But officials said the possibili- 
ty has been discussed of offer- 
ing servicemen 
checking 
ac- 
counts with payment of interest 
on the balance they maintain 
with the bank. The Treasury 
plan also would eliminate any 
service charges to servicemen. 


No interest 
rate has 
been 
fixed for such a plan but one 
feature might be that the checks 
a serviceman wrote could 
be 
cashed 
only 
in 
the 
United 
States. This 
would enable 
a 
serviceman 
to 
send 
money 
home without the possibility of 
it falling into the Viet 
Nam 
black market. 


At present, 
servicemen 
can 
buy money orders which 
list 
only an amount but no name. 
These can be resold at a high 
price for Viet Nam money on 
the black market and then ex- 
changed by the black marketeer 
for dollars.

many. The Nanking hotel one 
perplexes me still. Why build a 
shelter for the foreign guests of 
a tourist hotel? Why make such 
a show of it? Are foreigners 
supposed to believe that 
the 
Chinese expect war? And fur- 
ther, do the Chinese really fear 
war, or is the Central Commit- 
tee merely using the threat to 
boost morale after recent re- 
verses on the economic and dip- 
lomatic fronts? 


The position with regard to 
the Vietnamese conflict is extra- 
ordinarily complex. 


Posters 
and 
cartoons 
show 
cowardly GIs surrendering to 
Vietnamese soldiers. There is a 
Vietnamese martyr saint, Yuan 
Wen-tse, who was executed in 
October 1964 for allegedly at- 
tempting to blow up Secretary 


of Defense Robert 
S, 
McNa- 
mara at Saigon. I saw an inter- 
esting play about him on my 
last night in Peking. 


At all films, concorls and op- 
eras I went to, the audience ap- 
plauded nationalist sentiments, 
but tliis time there was no clap- 
ping until the final curtain. 


Furthermore, nowhere in Chi- 
na have I seen a picture of Ho 
Chi Minh, and everyone is ex- 
tremely cautious on the question 
of support. 


A very intelligent and neutral 
Vietnamese journalist 
I know 
was told in one factory: "Viet 
Nam is an incentive for us to 
increase production." 


She asked: "Do you mean to 
work hard in order to send your 
goods to North Viet Nam?" 


"No, to help us encourage our 


workers to increase their pro- 
ductivity." 


Almost tho same words were 
used to me in a commune out- 
side Canton. The group-mind of 
China was sure of this point. 


Yet I feel that the Chinese 
believe that the Viet Cong is 
composed of South Vietnamese 
who are heroically 
liberating 
their country. The Chinese com- 
pare the situation to their own 
m 1945-49. Then they had fin- 
ished a war with Japan, as the 
Vietnamese 
later 
ousted 
the 
French. 
Kai-shek and his followers, in 
Communist 
eyes corrupt 
and 
nepotistic, just like Ngo Dinh 
Diem 
and 
Nguyen 
Cao 
Ky. 
Then, 
there 
were 
Americans 
suing for peace while supporting 
the 
Kuomintang 
government 


with arms and supplies. Then, 
too, there was a liberation front, 
headed by Mao Tze-tung. 


Dean Rusk has said that Chi- 
na is seeking to establish a he- 
gemony in Asia under the pre- 
text of supporting wars of li- 
beration.. The Chinese answer, 
which is acceptable when you 
have seen the country itself, is 
that they have much too much 
to do within their own frontiers 
to harbor such ambitions. The 
cautious sympathy they profess 
for the Vietnamese would seem 
to support this. 


What 
concerns 
China 
are 
American 
intentions. 
Shelters 
may be few — the only one I 
saw in Peking was on the uni- 
versity campus — but there is 
plenty of evidence of a militar- 
istic mood.

Christianity 
Reached 
Poland 1000 Years Ago 


WARSAW, 
Poland 
(AP) — 
One 
thousand 
years ago a 
shrewd prince called Miezko the 
First united Polish tribes pop- 
ulating the Oder and Vistula 
river basins of central Europe. 


His smartest move, historians 
say, was to introduce 
Chris- 
tianity into his court in the year 
966. That gave the new Polish 
state links with Western Europe 
and deprived Germars of a pre- 
text for converting Poles to the 
faith by fire and sword. 


Ten centuries later, Poland's 
church 
leaders and its links 
with the West are under heavy 
attack by a ruling Communist 
government, as the nation cele- 
brates the millenium of Mi- 
eszko's reign. 


Instead of one Polish milleni- 
um 
celebration, 
Communist 
state and the Roman Catholic 
Church are staging competing 
affairs, airing their basic con- 
flicts. 


The 
sharpened 
church-state 
struggle has ruled out a milleni- 
um visit by Pope Paul VI. As 
the time nears for the main 
Church celebration, May 3 at 
the shrine of the "Black Madon- 
na" at Czestochowa, each side 
accuses the other of trying to 
steal the show. 


It was to Czestochowa that the 
Church had invited the Pope 
and Catholic bishops from 56 
nations, 
including 
Germany. 
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Mother's Day Gift. 
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The Germans were invited in a 
now famous letter of forgive- 
ness and reconiliation. The gov- 
ernment condemned it as inter- 
ference in foreign policy. Later 
it closed the Polish frontiers to 
invited Cl urch dignitaries. 


Communist party leader Wla- 
dyslaw Gomulka suggested in a 
speech that one reason for the 
closing is to avoid friction with 
the Soviet Union. He said the 
government has not agreed to 
the Church celebration and that 
admission of the visitors would 
mean approving actions of the 
Catholic primate of Poland, Ste- 
fan Cardinal Wyszynski. 


Gomulka accused the cardinal 
of using the millenium to por- 
tray Poland as a bulwark of 
Chrisiantiy against the East. He 
called this "tantamount to sow- 
ing discord between the Polish 
and Soviet peoples, to breaking 
up the Soviet-Polish alliance." 


In his speech to more than 
100,000 at Poznan, Gomulka de- 
scribed Cardinal Wyszynski as 
"this irresponsible shepherd of 
shepherds fighting with our peo- 
ple's state." 


The cardinal conducted mil- 
lenium celebrations at Poznan 
at the same time as Gomulka. 
Catholic throngs were 
smaller 
than the crowd the government 
assembled but their size and 
enthusiasm 
demonstrated the 
Church's strength in Poland. 


The primate and bishops were 
cheered with shouts of "long 
live," and serenaded with the 
singing of "Sto Lat," 
which 
means, 
"May you live 100 
years." 


Cardinal Wyszynski told the 
audience: 
"Our 
holiday was 
maliciously 
opposed by their 
holiday but we forgive our tres- 
passers. Let them know that we 
have so r/.uch of this virtue that 
we can offer it for export." 


OUT OUR WAY

HINESVILLE, Ga. (AP) 
- 
An officer stood in a prison 
compound and surveyed 
the 
thatched huts about him. He 
was a veteran of Viet Nam. To 
him, this was very real. 


It was meant to be realistic. 
This is the Combat and Survival 
School of the Air Force 4th Mo- 
bile 
Communications 
Group. 
The Air Force believes that if 
an airman is captured in time of 
war, he ought to know how to 
escape. 


And if he escapes, he should 
have every chance of surviving 
the rigors of the jungles of Viet 
Nam. 


Lessons of escape and survi- 
val begin in the classrooms at 
Hunter Air Force Base at Sa 


vannah and shift to classrooms 
at Ft. Stewart. But the real 
tests come in the prison com- 
pound 
and 
the 
surrounding 
swamps and piney woods of 
coastal Georgia. 


The classroom instructors be- 
come prison guards. The stu- 
dents become prisoners of war. 


Frequently, an instructor pur- 
posely will make a miscount of 
prisoners assigned to a work 
detail. This is a key situation for 
a prisoner who wants to escape. 
If he doesn't take advantage of 
it, he gets a mark against him. 


Another instructor acting as a 
sentinel will lower his guard 
deliberately, giving a prisoner 
the opportunity to overpower 
him and escape. If the prisoner 


doesn't seize the opportunity, he 
gets a mark against him. 


The course lasts 19 days. 
More than 600 men have passed 
through the camp since March 
1965. 


The training is mandaotry for 
members of the communica- 
tions group, because they may 
be called on to establish com- 
munication 
units for ground 
forces in Viet Nam. 


There was a day when the 
Army and the Marines provided 
protection to Air Force commu- 
nications men. But under new 
Air Force concepts, this now is 
up to the communications men. 


To an airman, Hinesville is 
the equivalent of being sent "up 
the river." But they know it is a 
test of survival which could 
mean the difference of life and 
death.

British Author Reports 


Ignorance, Prejudice Against 
Foreigners Everywhere In China 


EDITOR'S NOTE - 
U.S. re- 
porters are not admitted to Red 
China. Frank Tuohy, a British 
author who is now an instructor 
at Waseda University in Japan, 
has just visited China. This is 
one of the uncensored articles 
he brought out. 


By FRANK TUOHY 
SHANGHAI (AP) - 
Fright- 
ening, ignorance and prejudice 
about foreigners exist every- 
where in China. It was one of 
the constant things I experi- 
enced on my first visit there. 


Traditionally the Emperor of 
Chiqa believed that all foreign- 


ers had come to pay him trib- 
ute. In those days visitors were 
known as foreign devils; today 
they are called foreign friends. 


Even 
today, 
when 
tourists 
from all Western countries ex- 
cept America are allowed in to 
the big cities, a foreigner is 
something of a surprise. Even 
the cars — nearly all cars are 
foreign, sometimes American or 
British, but mostly East Euro- 
pean — provided by the tourist 
service attract crowds wherever 
they 
are 
parked. 
Mild 
but 
friendly stares of curiosity sur- 
round you until you soon be- 
come used to them. And chil- 


dren clap when they hear the 
words "foreign friends." 


Whether friends or devils, for- 
eigners still pose problems for 
the Chinese. 
Referring to the unmentionable 
Russians, a Chinese lady told 
me, "We have lost our best 
friends." How, I wondered, can 
the welcome extended to foreign 
visitors be reconciled with the 
hate campaign which by now 
includes not only the U.S. im- 
perialists but also the Khru- 
shchev revisionists, the Castro 
revisionists, and other lackeys 
and flunkeys too numerous to 
mention? 


We were told that children 
learn to distinguish between the 
perhaps innocent foreigner and 
his wicked governmental sys- 
tem. But how can they know 
that the foreigner is innocent if 
they are kept ignorant of his 
world, his history and culture? 


I visited a university English 
class where students, 
though 
drilled to pronounce such tongue 
twisters as "Bureaucracy, im 
perialist, 
revisionism," 
were 
taught nothing about America 
or Britain, except that Negroes 
are whipped for smoking in the 
street, and that British children 
are still crowding into Oliver 
Twist's workhouse. There were 
libraries of British and Ameri 
can books on the campus but 
the last date of withdrawal in 
the mass of the books I leafed 
through was 1948.

France Quitting 
NATO Affects 
Men In Germany 


BONN, Germany (AP) — A 
new agreement on the status of 
French troops in West Germany 
must be worked out to prevail 
after France pulls out from the 
North Atlantic alliance's inte- 
grated military command, the 
Foreign Ministry said today. 


It released a note delivered 
to French Ambassador Francois 
Seydoux Tuesday. It answered 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
notice that his troops no longer 
will be under NATO command 
after July 1. 


"From the time that French 
armed forces stationed on the 
federal territory are removed 
from the control of the Supreme 
Allied Command Europe with- 
out the consent of the remain- 
ing members of the Atlantic Al- 
liance, France can no longer 
exercise the right of residence" 
as called for in a 1954 treaty, 
the note said. 


The 
treaty 
was signed by 
West Germany and the Western 
Big Three, all of which have 
troops here. It ended the war- 
time occupation status of these 
forces,

called full sovereignty to the 
fledgling Federal Republic.

The United States House of Repre- 
sentatives is not without its critics in. 
our day. The modern House is a para- 
gon of efficiency, however, w h e n com- 
„/pared with that of 75 years ago. The 
" Significant change is highlighted 
in 
Barbara Tuchman's book, "The Proud 
Tower," an account of important hap- 
penings before World War I. 


.As 
Miss 
Tuchman 
points 
out, 
Thomas B. Reed of Maine is a man to 
remember 
for having 
revolutionized 
the House. When he became speaker 
in 1889, he saved that body from be- 
coming completely unable to function. 


Before Reed, opponents of a mea- 
sure often refused to answer a roll call. 
Thus the quorum necessary to conduct 
business would be prevented with a 
minimum of effort. If unchecked, this 
practice might have kept the House 
from passing anything. 


Reed's solution was to 
count all 


congressmen present for quorum pur- 
poses, whether or not they answered 
their names. To objectors he put an 
unanswerable 
poser: 
"The 
speaker 
rules that the member is present. Does 
he deny it?" A f t e r a great-to-do, Reed 
prevailed. The fight won him the nick- 
name of Czar Reed, but history has 
transformed that into a compliment. 
Thanks to him, the House of Repre- 
sentatives w a s prevented f r o m 
virt- 
ually hamstringing its capacity to act. 


Reed was highly scrupulous as well 
as brilliant. 
H e lost the 
Republican

WASHINGTON (NEA) — A 
look at the Republican party's 
1966 U.S. Senate prospects re- 
veals the really painful aspects 
of its minority status. The GOP 
will be lucky to pick up more 
than a seat or two. 


Of the 35 seats at stake this 
year, 21 are Democratic today. 
But of that list, 10 are in Old 
South 
states and perhaps no 
more than one or two of those 
can be rated as seriously vul- 
nerable. 


Whatever the Viet Nam war 
issue may. or may not do for 
the Republicans in their quest 
for a flock of House seats, it ap- 
pears unlikely to produce heavy 
Senate benefits. 


Running 
the 
national 
map, 
you find quickly that the GOP's 
brightest hopes are for taking 
Democratic 
seats 
in 
N e w 
Hampshire, Illinois and Oregon. 


New Hampshire Republicans 
will not settle on a nominee un- 
til 
their 
September 
primary, 
but 
Democratic Sen. 
Thomas 
Mclntrye is considered a good 
target. 


Though his fight is admittedly 
uphill, Charles Percy of Illinois 
is given a good chance to beat 
the vulnerable Sen. Paul Doug- 
las, seeking his fourth term. 


Most promising of all is Gov. 
Mark Hatfield of Oregon, con- 
tending for the seat of retiring 
Sen. Maurine Neuberger. Demo- 
crats privately judge him nearly 
unbeatable. 


Beyond 
these 
three 
races, 
Republican hopes seem a good 
deal dimmer. Some party men 
talk airily of capturing seats in 
Mississippi, Georgia 
and Vir- 
ginia, but the prospect is not 
very real. The best chance is

'Something Wonderful' 


View Young Pupils' 
Art On Attack Carrier 


SACRAMENTO, Calif (AP)- 
The Christmas gift of Mary K. 
Burns' art class to American 
fighting men in Viet Nam has 
become a warmly appreciated 
cruising art show in tie South 
China Sea. 


The 24 crayon drawings by 
Miss Burns' second grade pupils 
at Oak Ridge School are on dis- 
play in the library of the attack 
carrier USS Hancock. 


In a letter, Lt. Cmdr. David 
W. Plank, the carrier's chap- 
lain, reported how the work of 
the Oak Ridge youngsters final- 
ly, on April 6, reached the ship 
which is engaged in air strikes 
against the Viet Cong. 


"Five 
days ago 
something 
wonderful happened. 


"A battered and torn pink 
p a p e r-wrapped 
cylindrical 
package arrived in my office. 


"It was lying on the floor, in 
fact, when I discovered it," 
Plank wrote to Robert W. Luth- 
er, Oak Ridge principal. 


"The package was addressed 
to the U.S. Navy, Viet Nam. 


"For 70 days, mind you, these 
24 grease-crayon drawings and 
19 letters from the boys and 
girls...had been bounced around 
Viet Nam—and no one wanted 
them. 


"All they wanted was a home. 
"They have one now, on the 
walls of our ships' library." 


Chaplain Plank invited the 
Hancock's men to become art 
critics. They voted as judges in 
a contest awarding prizes to the 
pupils whose crayon pictures 
were picked as the best. 


"I am impressed with the 
symbolism involved in the pic- 
tures," Plank said. "It is differ- 
ent from hearing of the action of 
the Vietnam Day Committee 
demonstrations in Berkeley and 
draft card burning." 


Miss Burns said a note in the 
package explained the pictures 
were of things at home which 
her 8-year-old pupils felt would 
interest the soldiers and sailors 
in Viet Nam. 


Miss Burns* 30, who came 
from Boston to Sacramento last 
fall, said a Hancock sailor, Bill 
Steyert, wrote asking for more 
drawings. 


Twenty-nine 
more 
crayon 
drawings by the Oak Ridge 
School's 
second 
grade 
were 
mailed to the Hancock last 
week. 


"We'll send out another batch 
before summer vacation," Miss 
Burns said.

At the beginning of the Ming Dynasty 
(1368) China and the West had been on more 
or less the same level of development... 
At 
the end of the dynasty, in 1644, Europe was 
already in possession of modern science and 
equipment, whereas China was still in the 
Middle Ages.

During the reign of the third Ming emperor, 
known as Yung,Lo, something unprecedented 
in China's histoiy o c c u r r e d . The Chinese 
turned to seafaring exploits. 


Under the c o m m a n d of Cheng Ho, "the 
Chinese Columbus," fleets of great junks— 
some over 500 feet long, with watertight com- 
partments and carrying 1,000 men—sailed the 
South Seas and as far west as Africa. 
• But this epoch was short-lived. The voyages 
were carried out more for reasons of prestige 


than for e x p l o r a t i o n or trade. The self- 
sufficient, self-centered Chinese soon revert- 
ed to their traditional isolationism, and we can 
only s p e c u l a t e on what turn history might 
have taken had they and not the Portuguese 
found a route around the tip of Africa. 


Under Yung Lo, also, the Chinese monarchy 
became more and more absolutistic and, he- 
hind the walls of the "Forbidden City" which 
the Ming erected in Peking, more and more 
remote from the life of the common people. 


Such unheard-of practices as the public 
flogging of officials were instituted. Creative 
endeavor was restricted merely to refining the 
ideas and methods originated in former times. 


The Ming could no more escape the "cycle 
of dynasty"—moving from strong, vigorous 
rule at the beginning to corruption and inef- 
fectiveness at the end— than could any pre- 
vious dynasty. Famine touched off peasant 


rebellions in the 17th centuiy and rebel armies 
began ravaging the countryside—classic sign» 
that the dynarty was losing heaven's favor. 


Out of the. north came a new menace to 
take advantage of this situation — the Man- 
chus, whose tribal ancestors the Chinese had 
fought many times in p r e v i o u s centuries. 
Aided by disaffected Chinese generals, the 
Manchus captured Peking in 1644 and for the 
second time, foreigners ruled China. 


Another new force had also begun to make 
itself felt during the Ming. In 1517, the first 
Portuguese seeking trade arrived in Canton. 


By land, a people called the Russians were 
pressing into northern Manchuria. Only eight 
years after they seized the Dragon Throne, 
the Manchus faced armed conflict with these 
white-faced invaders of their own homeland.

other diplomats and observers 
believe that elections are not 
possible in this nation at war — 
and that a valid vote could not 
result. 


The country has more than 70 
political parties, none of them 
large enough to take a deter- 
mined lead. 


The 
Euddhists, 
often de- 
scribed as one of the strongest 
political forces, are divided into 
three main quarreling factions. 


The Hoa Hoa and Cao Dai re- 
ligious sects also demand in- 
fluence, but they are limited to 
two small regions of the country 


without impact on the rest. A 
simmering revolt of the Mon- 
tagnard tribesmen openly defies 
the central government. 


The Catholics, about 15 per 
cent of Viet Nam's 15 million 
people, are ready to defend 
their rights.

Subcommittee 
investigators 
recently inspected the 101st Air- 
borne at Ft. Campbell, Ky., and 
the 82nd Airborne at Ft. Bragg, 
N.C., and two top Army gener- 
als were called before the sena- 
tors 
Tuesday 
for 
questioning 
about the combat readiness and 
equipment of the two divisions. 


The session with Gen. Harold 
K. Johnson, chief of staff, and 
Gen. Paul L. Freeman Jr., head 
of the Continental Army Com- 
mand, was behind closed doors. 


Stennis said the subcommittee 
is concerned about "our ability 
to support Viet Nam and main- 
tain an adequate strategic re- 
serve at the same time." 


A brigade of the 101st Air- 
borne is now in Viet Nam and 
most of the 82nd Airborne was 
sent to the Dominican Republic 
during the crisis there.

District Court for a permanent 
injunction to restrain

Kalb Community School District 
428 from using the deity 
in 
verses, poems or prayers in a 
kindergarten class. 


The suit was filed by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lyle De Sain of De Kalb. 
Their daughter, Laura, attends 
the class. 


Berge, superintendent of Dis- 
trict 428 schools, said he feels it 
is proper for a teacher to lead 
in the singing of a song such as 
"God Bless America," but that 
it . is improper to récite any non- 
denominational prayer, led 
by 
the teacher, in a classroom. 


The injunction suit 
involves 
this rhyme: 


"We thank you for the flowers 
so sweet. 


"We thank you for the food 
we eat. 


"We thank you for the birds 
that sing. 


"We 
thank 
you for 
every- 
thing." 


It is the De Spains' conten-j 
tion that the word "you" in the 
rhyme means God. In their ini- 
tial complaint to Berge, 
and

word "God" comes up during a 
classroom discussion the teach-

are 
using the net income climb as a 
talking point in their drive to 
halt price increases — and also 
as a basis for threatening tax 
increases on corporate income 
to cool down the booming econo- 
my. 


On only one thing do all sides 
agree: Corporate profits have 
risen to the greatest dollar vol- 
ume in history and the rise so 
far this year has been at a rate 
that few formerly thought could 
be attained. 


Industry's answer is that if 
the dollar volume of profits is 
tremendous, 
so 
is 
everything 
else: production, sales, payrolls, 
materials costs, tax payments 
at all levels of government. 


Some 
industries 
insist 
that 
their profits must rise still more 
if they are to finance the growth 
and modernization that today's 
high-stepping 
economy 
de- 
mands. 


And to this some 
company 
chiefs are adding that prices 
must go up still more if they are 
to keep step with rising costs — 
and with the need for more 
profit dollars to finance growth. 


Business spokesmen also deny 
government 
officials' 
charges 
that business expansion 
plans 
and price and profit policies 
offer the biggest threat of a rui- 
nous inflation ahead. 


Industry 
spokesmen 
insist 
that an equally big threat is the 
rapid rise in government spend- 
ing. They call upon Washington 
to do more than propose token 
gestures of holding down its out- 
lays. In this business-held view, 
j the efforts tc get business to cut 
down on spending for growth 
just now should be matched by 
a like restraint at the govern- 
ment level. 


But the profit figures them- 
selves can't be denied. With few 
exceptions, 
corporations 
are 
reporting 
their 
first 
quarter 
earnings well ahead of a year 
ago. The first 500 to report show 
total profits after taxes of $4.5 
billion this year, against $4 bil- 
lion in the first three months of 
1965. 


Gardner Ackley, chairman .oi 
the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, says this gain 
"substantially exceeds the rise 
in national income or the rise in 
employe compensation over that 
period." 


Labor leaders will use this. 
They also will note that Ackley 
added that over the last year 
price increases have offset high- 
er pay rates and longer working 
hours, so that the purchasing 
power of factory workers now 
isn't any greater than a year 
ago.
